Newark Mayor Sharpe James

At first, after Crawford's remarks were pub- 
lished, Ford ae it would suspend 
him pending an investigation.

“I hope E MA pre- 
vail.” A native of Australia, Crawford, 50, 
started with the company in 1977. He said 
that the phrase he ogi is “unfortunately in 
such common usag Down Under, that it 
slipped out due to my thoughtlessness.”” 

But “cooler heads” did not prevail and 
Crawford, who came to the U.S. in 1990, 
was sacked, Asked if Crawford’s resigna- 
tion was linked to th€ racial slur he uttered, 
a Ford spokesman ld USA Today, “Cer- 
tainly.” Ford Motor{ompany bought Jag- 
uar in 1989 for $2 illion. 

Among African Jaguar has

tion (WAPA), who was not present at the 
event, wrote a letter to Crawford admonish- 
ing him for the remarks. Blair Walker, an 
African American writer with USA Today 
and Gannett News Service, followed up on 
Henry’s letter and what were “alleged” to be 
Crawford’s remarks, at the time, and put the 
story on the wire service. “If Ed Henry and 
Blair Walker had not put the story out it would 
have continued to be a private joke among the 
industry’s ‘good old boys’,” said William 
Reed, president of African Americans on 
Wheels magazine 

Henry, who has been president of the 
media group for two terms, says, “I know that 
my fellow WAPA members don’t feel my 
pain that such a comment is still being made 
around dinner tables in this country. But what 
does concern me is that people who have such 
influence over public issues and opinions 
don’t support my trying to make sure that this 
isn’t done again.”

Henry has reported that many of WAPA’s 
members, which include members of the 
Washington area print and broadcast press, 
have sought to censor him for writing the 
letter saying that it reflected “His views” and 
not those of the organization, which is 90 
percent white 

Brown said that he has received numer- 
ous hostile phone calls at work after his 
statement of the punishment being “too 
harsh” was reported. The story was reported 
on Washington’s black-owned WOL-AM talk 
radio station and many callers to the Cathy 
Hughes Show voiced “disappointment” over 
Brown’s attitude of forgiveness. “To me it is 
a broader case of ‘omission’ rather than 
simple ‘commission’,” states Reed. “While I 
don’t think that Crawford should have been 
fired, 1 do think that Ford and U.S. Jaguar 
officials need to look at the broader situation 
surrounding the story.

Iam ready to give my kids to a relative or a foster home, and abandon 
them, [because] I need to start a new life for myself. I am almost 40-years- 
old, divorced, with two kids—an 18-year-old daughter and an 11-year-old 
son. Ihave been divorced for 11 years and have raised my kids all by myself. 

Ireally thought that I was doing a terrific job in raising my children. My 
daughter will graduate from high school, in June, and will go to college in 
September. She is doing well. The problem is my son. [There was a time 
when he respected] me and did everything that I asked him to do. 

Recently, he told me that he wanted to go to a party with some of his 
buddies. I told him that he could go to the party if he promised to return home 
before 10:30 p.m. He had me worried to death when he got home at | a.m., 
inth ing. When I told him that he had di me, by failing to keep 
his promise to be home before 10:30 p.m., he said “F__ 

I was so stunned by this statement that I started trembling and almost 
began to cry. My son had never used profanity in the house. I am a gentle, 
loving mother who had never experienced this behavior from him. I even 
stay away from other people who are rude and discourteous. 

le was wearing an expensive-looking jacket that I had never seen 
before. Hedid not have this jacketon when he left the house to go to the party, 
solaskedhim where he got it and hi “one of my homies stole th 
jackets from the party that we went to and he gave me one of them.” I was 
shocked by this statement. He was actually wearing stolen property, and 
wasn’t reluctant to tell me that the jacket was stolen. 

Ihave worked hard to give my children what they need. I had already 
bought my son several nice jackets and I could not understand why he was 
wearing this stolen jacket instead of the one I had bought him. I told him that 
he could not wear this stolen jacket and that he would have to give it back 
to the boy who had stolen it. He said to me, “I’m not giving nothing back to 
nobody. I like this jacket and I’m going to keep it.” I demanded that he take 
the jacket off and give it to me, but he said, “Hell no. My homies gave the 
jacket to me and I’m going to keep it.” Then he just went to his room. 
Thisisan 11-year old boy who has been raised without a father but whom 
Ihave given everything that he wanted. I had never even had an argument 
with him before the one about the stolen jacket.

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Black parentsfearfor children’s 
safety and future 

A pervasive fear of violence, the 
Presence of guns, and the influence 
of drugs and gangs have’ left 77 
percent of black adults worried about 
their own children or children they 
know becoming victims of violence. 
A Study conducted by the Children’s 
Defense Fund (CDF) and the Black 
Community Crusade for Children

TRENTON— Minors who are 14 
years of age or older would be per- 
mitted to work as volunteers for 
nonprofit organizations engaged in 
the construction of affordable hous- 
ing under legislation recently ap- 
proved by the Assembly Insurance 
Committee. 
Assemblyman Harry McEnroe 
(D-Essex) sponsored the bill 
(A-265), which applies only to con- 
struction done by nonprofit groups. 
“Home ownership is part of the 
American dream and we should not 
discourage our young people from 
volunteering their efforts to turn that 
ldream into a reality for New Jersey 
residents,” McEnroe said. 
“By amending existing child la- 
bor laws and providing additional 
safeguards for minors engaged in 
nonprofit construction, we can clear 
the path for volunteerism while pro- 
viding for the safety of the kids who 
are involved.” 
McEnroe said the legislation re- 
quires adult supervision of the vol- 
lunteers and stipulates that minors 
must use the appropriate safety 
lequipment mandated by law. Addi- 
tional provisions would prohibit 
minors from operating or servicing 
power-driven machinery, and pro- 
tect volunteers from exposure to 
hazardous substances.
